“How can I protect myself 
against financial loss if a guest 
is injured on my property or in 
my home”? a property owner 
asks.

Definition of self-confidence? | 
AY ell, there’s the-chef who dines' 
on his own cooking. But there’s ■ 
more impressive examples: the] 
doctor who follows his own ad-.

en the heads, for the cardinal 
rule of the successful bowhunter 
is a very sharp broadhead. Cam- 
o-flage your bow either with spe¬ 
cial bow tape, flat black paint, or 
one of your wife’s discarded ny¬ 
lon stockings. The glare from an 
untreated bow sure sends the 
deer scurring in the opposite di¬ 
rection. 

Don’t forget to deaden the 
noise that your string makes 
upon releasing an arrow. You can 
do this very easily. Tie a rubber 
band about four inches down 
from the tip of your bow on the 
string, or you can pick up string 
silencer in an archery tackle 
shop. This is very important be¬ 
cause a deer’s hearing is very 
acute. The noise of the string- 
can and will cause the deer to 
“jump” the string and a miss is 
assured. However, a silenced 
string will afford more than one 
shot at the spooky animal, and 
can mean filling the freezer with 
venison. 

I think the most important 
item on the bow, and many bow- 
hunters fail to realize this until 
it is too late, is the arrow rest 
and side plate. A soft material 
is necessary such as wool, or a 
piece of chamois cloth. Again the 
deer’s hearing is involved. The 
noise that an arrow makes when 
ic is drawn back on a regular 
feather rest or leather liner can 
be disasterous. Most of your shots 
at deer are within 30 yards so 
complete lack of noise is a must. 
Natui’e endowed the white tail 
with three highly sensitive warn¬ 
ing mechanisms ... sight, • smell, 
and hearing. You must overcome 
all three before you can hope to 
sink an arrow into the unsus¬ 
pecting animal, he consistant suc¬ 
cessful bowhunter realizes this 
and plans his hunting strategy 
accordingly. 

Practice a Must 

The most important part of 
bowhunting is the practice of 
shooting your equipment before 
going after the game. The bow 
must feel like it belongs in your 
hands when you pull back the 
string, if it doesn’t then you 
need to shoot a lot of arrows til 
it does. The best practice I have 
found in preparing myself for 
the shot that counts is shooting 
at a deer cut-out. Cut out an out- 
1 line of a deer from brown card¬ 
board. Place the cut-out in an 
open field, and practice shooting 
at it from various distances 
(50 yards to 20 feet) you will 
be surprised at how many ar¬ 
rows it will take before you start 
to hit behind the shouder regu¬ 
larly.

BAIT FACTS 

Ask the average resort oper¬ 
ator the best fishing tactics on a 
hot September day, and nine 
chances out of ten he’ll respond, 
bait! 

Despite accusations that he’s 
prejudiced, and just happens to 
have a supply of bait for sale, 
his suggestion is right for most 
anglers. 

Bait is frequently the only 
answer in hot weather, contend' 
the authorities at Mercury out¬ 
boards. To elaborate on their ob¬ 
servations, they cite two main 
reasons: 

First, the leisurely nature of 
dunking a minnow causes a slow¬ 
down in the pace of fishing to a 
degree that most artificial buffs 
cannot endure. But this happens 
to be all the speed a heatwilted 
fish can muster. As one profes¬ 
sional guide advises, “Work it 
slow. About the time it’s going so 
slow it’s going backwards, then, 
the fish can keep up." 

Secondly, when fish have to be. 
teased into engulfing an offering 
dangling before their noses, a 
natural bait has many advan¬ 
tages. A drifting bait can literal¬ 
ly bump across the backs of a 
school of loitering largemouths 
without unduly bothering them. 
But work a deep running plug 
with its frenzied action in the 
same area and the erratic un¬ 
natural pace is disturbing. 

Before chucking all your plugs 
and rushing down to the nearest 
bait store check around for ad¬ 
vice on which bait is really do¬ 
ing the job. Sometimes you’ll 
find fish are snubbing their noses 
at readily available minnows or 
worms, preferring, instead, sala¬ 
manders, large shiners or other- 
less familiar forms. 

If a guide or resort operator 
insists that baits are best, his 
reasons and intentions are usual- 
ly good, assures Mercury. After 
all, his business depends on his 
clients catching fish.

Adfai Stevenson 
Commemorative 

Design of the 5-cent Adlai Ste¬ 
venson memorial stamp will be 
first issued Oct. 23 with cere- 
! monies in Bloomington, Ill. Lith¬ 
ography and intaglio printing 
will be combined in production 
of the stamp, resulting in three 
passes through the presses. How¬ 
ever, only one plate number will 
appear, this being the black in- 
'taglio for the Stevenson portrait. 
This will be fed through the Giori 
press first. A two-color lithogra¬ 
phy press will next apply “UN 
blue” and a bar of red at the 
bottom of the portrait. In the 
final pass, a darker blue will be 
printed. 

The vertical stamp is composed 
of two interlocking rectangles— 
one blue, one black—against a 
white background. Inset in the 
blue rectangle to the left is the 
UN wreath, in white. The black 
rectangle contains a Stevenson 
portrait, based on a photograph 
by Philippe Halsman of New 
York City. Beneath the portrait 
are red, white, and blue bars. 
Lettering is in blue, “Stevenson,” 
in Roman capitals, extends across 
the top of the stamp. “U. S./5/ 
Cents” occupies three lines, low¬ 
er left. 

The stamp was designed by 

George Samerjan, New York 
City artist, who in 1959 designed 
the Arctic Explorations commo- 
rative stamp. The print order is 
115 million.

LITTLE WORK SAVERS 
ALL ROUND THE HOUSE . . . 
TO KEEP YOU 
"FLOWER-FRESH” 

— IN THE KITCHEN — 

Wash inside of your refrigera¬ 
tor with 1 teaspoon baking soda 
to 1 quart of warm water. Wash 
freezers this way, too, after 
thorough defrosting. 

A clean pot makes the best 
coffee. Run it through a brewing 
cycle once a week with water 
mixed with 2 tablespoons of 
baking soda. Wash thoroughly. 

To clean the oven, try leaving 
a saucer of amonia in it—with 
door closed—overnight. Next day, 
wash it out with warm sudsy 
water. 

To remove discoloration from 
aluminum, fill it with hot water, 
adding 2 tablespoons of cream of 
tartar to each quart. Bring it to 
a boil and simmer 10 minutes. 

Can openers need cleaning of¬ 
ten because the cutting wheel 
gets gummy and unsanitary. Soak 
it in hot suds, scrub with a stiff 
brush. 

Ice cube trays can be just about 
stickproof if greased on the out¬ 
side. 

Glass baking dishes: to remove 
burned-on food, soak them in 2 
quarts of warm water mixed with 
2 tablespoons of baking soda for 
an hour; then wash with hot 
suds. If stains persist, use steel 
wool. 

To clean a tea kettle, fill it 
with water and 2 tablespoons 
ammonia. Let water come to a 
boil, then simmer for 15 minutes, 
empty and wash thoroughly.

A widow’s income has no bear- 
: ing on her eligibility for depend¬ 
ency and indemnity compensation 
j payments if her veteran husband 
dies of a condition attributable 
to service, the Veterans Admin¬ 
istration office said today. 

| However, income limitations do 
apply to VA death pension. This 
is an entirely different benefit 
i which may be paid the widow of 
I a wartime veteran who died of 
!a condition not attributable to 
j service, the VA said. 

Massachusetts veterans receiv- 
1 ing pensions may save themselves 
(inconvenience by notifying the 
Veterans Administration immedi¬ 
ately when there is an increase 
in their annual income. 

The amount of a veteran’s pen- 
son, the VA at Boston pointed 
out, is based on his income and 
the number of people in his fam¬ 
ily. If any of these factors 
change, his pension may change. 


If the veteran receives any ad¬ 
ditional income, this should he 
reported at once to the VA. 

For the same reason, should 
his family status change, 'di¬ 
vorce or death of his wife; mar- 
; riage, death or birth of a child; 
or the marriage of the veteran) 
i the VA should be advised imme¬ 
diately. 

Failure to report income above 
the legal liimts may result in VA 
overpayments and the veteran 
may be required to return some 
or all pension payments.
